A BALTIMORE MILLIONAIRE ATTEMFTS
TO END HIS LIFE.

He s in the Prime of Life, and Snccessful
Alike In Business and Socioty—An Attock
of Iliness Is Sapposed to Have Un-
balanced His Mind.

BALTIMORE, Beptember 26.—Mr. George
S. Grabam, the millionsire merchant of
this city, attempted suicide at his conntry
residence,. in Baltimore county, by cut-
ting his throst with a razor. The
family tried to keep the matter
quiet, but it leaked out this meorning
and created a tremendous sensation. It
was explained that the wound was au acei-
dent resulting from his falling while hold-
ing the razorin his hand, and just as he
was about to shave himsell,

The fact is, Mr. Graham was out of his
mind. In his youth he suffered from a very
severe attack of searlet fever, from which
be recovered with somewhat impaired
vitality, although not a coufirmed invalid.
This rendered him unabie to sustsin as
well as a stronger man might have done any
subsequent attack of illness, Early lust
summer the imperiect drainage of a neigh-

boring dwellibg wave rise to an
effluvia whieh his  hesatlh,
and produced a ecase of hlood-

poisoning for which he bas been under
medical treatment duriog the jast three or
tour months. He zpent the summer at Nar-
ragansett Pier, and only returned bome last
Friday. This morning his wile found him
lying on the floor in his room with two cuts
in his neck, irom which the blood was gush-
ing. He held the razor firmly clenched in
his band.

Between the Flood Relief Commission
and the Board of Inquiry.

THE PUBLICATION OF THE LIST

Of the Johnstown Beneficiaries, With the
Amonnt Received, the

MOVING CAUSE OF ALL THE TROUBLE

Bome Decidedly Interesting Corresposdencs of Very Be-
cent Date.

It is stated that the local Board of In-
quiry at Johnstown has decided to publish
the names of the beneficiaries as & private
speculation. Robert C. Ogden, of the Flond
Commission, has entered an emphatic and
apparently useless protest. He denounces
the publieation as outrageously improper.

MPECTAL TELRGHAM TO THE DISPATONR.1

PHILADELPHIA, September 26.—There
is just now a lively row between the Johns-
town Flood Relief Commission and the
local Board of Inquiry, which was formed
just after the great flood of May 31, 1889,
The local board's duties were to accumulate
such dats as would be useful in the distn-
bution of the funds so generonsly donated
by the whole country. It acted iu con-
Jjunction with the Fiood Reliel Commission,
of which Robert C. Ogden, of this city, a
member and Chairman of the Committee on
Classification and Distribution had charge,
and furpished that commission with much
useful and necessary information.

In the course of the board’s work it
obtained many facts of a personal nature
regarding the needs of the muny unfortuoate
victims of the disaster, and the course taken
to relieve them. This information it was
the desire of the Flood Relief Commission
to keep from the geuneral public, as they
considered that it would be ¢ruel and nnfuir
to publish the details of the charity they
were called upon to administer.

DECISION OF THE COMMISSION.

The ecommission decided that the omly
persons having a right to say whether these
details of personal relief should be given
to the world are the donors themselves. 1t
was rumored last week, however, that mem-
bers of the Board of Inquiry were engaged
in the preparation of a list of the awards
and payments made by the commission,
which they intended to publish as & private
speculation. -

This brought forth a letter of protest fro
Mr, Ogden, addressed to the Board of In-
quiry. Mr. Ogden was asked this evening
ir he had anything to say concerning the
report that the names of the beneficiaries in
the Conemaugh Valley were to be published.
He replied that he was “‘sshamed to say
that he understood such to be the ease.”

“But will the comwission be responsible
for the publieation ?'* was asked,

“"Not at all,” said the Chairman. *The
snblicaunn, if made, will be in spite of the

“The Board of Inquiry in Johnstown are,
aside [rom the commission, slone in posses-
sion of the facts in the matter.””

““What is the Board of Ing , Mr, Og-
den, and how does it possess the data which
it means o publish?"”

“Immediately after the flood the eitizens
of Johinstown appointed varions committess
or boards for the eare of speeial interests
growing out of the disaster. The principal
of these was a Board of Finance, which re-
ceived and disburssd such funds ns were
sent directly to the official local organization
in Jobnstown. Another was the Board of
Inquiry, to which wis assigned the duty of
tabulating the sistements of loss by the
various sufferers. The Flood Relief Commis
sion advised freely with the Doard of
Fivance, and availed itsellf of the prelimi-
nary work of the Board of Inquiry. Whep
the commission’s system was formed the
Board of Loquiry was continued nod was
largely used in the preparation of the state-
ment of losses upon which the final swards
were made. The commission lnid down the
principles and the methods, and the Board
of Tnquiry aceumnlated the facts. Seversl
reasons indicated this to be the wisest
course. The Board of Inquiry was created
by the Johnstown people, and therelore
would cowmand their confidence.

THEY HAVE THE MEMORANDA,

“They had large personal knowledge of
individusls; they had uodertaken s prelim-
inary work that brought many 1acts to their
knowledge, and it wus the course of wisdom
to use the local agency. As matters pro-
gressed the records of the Board of Inquiry
contained memoranda as to what the action
of the comwiision would be in each case,
aud therefore, while the final official papers
are in tne archives of the commwmission the
preliminary wemoranda setting forth the
sume tnots still re.nain in possession of the
Board of Inquiry.”

“How did itcome to your knowledge that
sach a publication was proposed?”

“Rumors were rife lsst week that the
members of this Board of Iuquiry were en-
gaged in the preparstion ot a list of the
awards and payments made by the Com-
mission, to be published ass private ven-
ture. The statewent tuxed the credulity of
certain mewbers of the commission aud an
investigation in Johnstown last week made
it morslly eertaiu that the rumors were cor-
rect. This indoced me as the Chairman of
the Committee on Classification and Distri-
bution to address a letter to the Board of
Inquiry, of which a copywas sent to the See-
retary of the Board of Finance, asking Lhat
tne rd in case its views bharmonized
with the expressions of the letter to use its
good affices with the Board of Ianquiry to
stop the proposed publication.”

ENTERPRISING TAILORS IN TROUBLE.

A Schewe 1o Be'p Trade Leads to an Indict-
ment by the Grand Jury.
MPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOR.I

SYRACUSE, September 26,—The tailorsof
Northern New York bave for some months
past been forming “suit clubs" for helping
along the business. It seems now that their
schemes are to be nipped in the bud by the
application of the lottery law of the State.
The grand jury of Lewis county has found a
hill of judictment against Fred C. Myers, of
Lowville, under the general lottery act.
Bome time ago Mr. Myers formed 8 “‘suit
club.” The elub is composed of T5
sons, each of whom npays to E:-
Myers 1 per week nntil they have
drawn = suit of clothes, when payment
aen:z g0 far as the Jucky person is con-
cerned. One suit of clothes is drawn esch
wui:t.m!s['h; ! reement is l.l;;t noue of t.l;o
metn Bha over 'Eﬂh, or in
other words mp.il. the expiration of 35
weeks, the remuining 40 members of the
ciub, who have not drawn a suit of elothes,
are to be furnished a suit by Mr. Myers
without additional expenses. Every mem-
ber of the club is to reccive a suit, but he
takes his chances on its costing him §35 or

less.

Under this scheme Myers receives 27 05
for each of the 75 suits of clothes. In Bald-
winsville, this county, one of the clubs
flourished until quite recently, and Oswego
county has one or two in full bloom. The
disposition of the Lowville test case will be
wa with no little anxlet{ by the tailors
throughout the northern section of the State,
If theeciubs are decided legitimate they
will flourish like banyan trees.

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AUSTRALIA IS AHEAD.

Slavin Knocks Out MeAuliffe Without
Wasting Aoy Time On It.

TWO0 ROUNDS AKD SIX MIKUTES

Sufficient to Paralyzs the American Pugi-
list Completely.

THE VICTOR CLAIMS T0 BE CHAMPION.

Great Disoeder Prevailed Among the Two Hondred
Eager Spectators.

The long expected prize fight in London
ended early this morning before it kad
scarcely commenced. Slavin soundly
thrashed McAulifie in just two rounds,
lasting exacily six minuntes. There was
but little betting upon the result.

{BY CADLE TO THE DISPATCH.]

LoxDon, September 27.—[Copyrighted. ]
—The fight between McAuliffs and Slavin
ended in & most disastrous defeat of the
American in the second round. MeAuliffe
entered the ring weighing 204 pounds, while
Slavin fought at 185 pounds. Slavin struck
the first blow after cautions sparring fora
few seconds on each side, and then both men
went at each other like demons.

The greatest disorder prevailed amoug the
spectators, who numbered about 200, Tt
looked the first part ot the first round that
McAuliffe was getting the best of it, but he
evidently excited himself too much at the
beginning, for at the end of the round
Slavin pursued him around the ring and
knocked him back npon his elbows.

THE FIRST ROUND INDECISIVE.

McAuliffe recoversd at once, however,
and neither could be considered in the as-
cendant at the end of the first round,

The second round belonged to Slavin alone.
He drew blood from MeAnliffe’s left ear to
start with and then started ioto maske
thiogs hot for him. He pounded him, he
slugged him, he drove him around the ring,
he banged him on front of hishead and back
thereof, he smote him where he was sorest
and downed him in the sawdust.

MeAuliffe struggled to his feet barely in
time to observe the ten seconds’ intermission
for recovery allowed under the Marquis of
Queensberry rules, When he got to his
feet he leaned against the ropes in a dazed
manner. /

Slavin stood off and withheld his hand for
several seconds, then McAuliffe madea
feeble effort to put up his fist, snd then
Slavin was down upon him.

THE FINISHING BLOW.

He knocked him to the floor again, and
MecAuliffe failed to rise within the ten sec-
onds permitted him, and after the referees
bad given the fisht to the Australian, Me-
Auliffe’s seconds lifted him up. His gore
was running trom his ear over his chest, and
two to one was offered that he would quit
the ring and open a saloon.

The fight Insted exaetly six minutes, and
in thattime Slavis won the championship
belt, and aceording to the Ormonde Club,
the heavy-weight champiooship of the
warld.

The front seats at the fight, on a loxurious
sofa, were reserved for those two die
tinguished aristocrats, Lord Marcus Beres-
ford and Lord Esmie Gordon, and among
others present were Chippy Norton, the
eminent bookmaker, Jinks, the baccarat
king, Courtier Pounds, John L. Shine,
Eugene Btratton and two or three others
from the West End. The rest of the andi-
ence was composed of bookmakers, gamblers
and sports As one sporting gentleman
pathetically remarked: *“I don’t see no
swells here except Gordon and Beresford.
It ain't right for a mill like this.”

THE SPORTS PRESENT.

Richard K. Fox was of course present,
and so were Charley Mitehell and Pony
Moore. Chippy Norlon ereated interest
during tedioms wait for the fighters by
jumping on his hat while he offered small
odds on Slavin.

Slavin was seconded by Billy McCarthy
and Jack Lewis, and the same tender offices
for McAuliffe were performed by Billy
Madden and Juck Burke. The referees
were G, W. Vvze and Jack Angle, both
well-known sporting men in England. The
timekeeper was Joseph Montague.

There was no real betting. The odds of-
fered on Slavin were 22 to 20 and 55 to 50,
The baccarat king offered to bet 200 to 300
thut no ene conld name the winner, aud
many even bets ol £100 were offered on
8lavin before the men came into the ring.
However, there were few bets taken.

The second priza of $15 is awarded to
Charles S. Mentzer, Merrimag street, Thir-
ty-second ward, because of the many ad-
mirable points made on the value of co-
operation and of a right spirit of helpful-
ness and local ambition in the community.

The third prize of $10 goes to Roger D.
MeCart, 101 Fulton street, Pittsburg, for
his excellent elaboration of the aeeds and
benefiis of the Lake Erie Canal; of macada-
mized roads throngh Allegheny county; and
of a great cousolidated city—topies which,
while not original, are among the most ar-

gent.
Originality Afmed At

A GRAND SYSTEM

OF IMPROVEMENTS WHICH WOULD MAKE
PITTSBURG TRULY GREAT.

How Nnture Has Flioned Our Fature—A
Wonderful Wrtersway Mapprd Ont—Ene.
gineering Diflicu't:ers Ensily Overcome—
How All Roads Conld be Made to Lead
t» Pittsburg.

Most fortunate for humanity that the
natural features of Amerien did not favor
the growth of a nativecivilization: that a
virgin continent was at hand to which to
transplant the flower of Enropean civiliza-
tion at the very time its native environment
threatened to bar further human progress,
and roll the wave iu reflex are back to that
darkness of barbarism from which it so
many times emerged, to be again eo-
gulfed.

Most fortunate was it that the Mississippi
Valley, erown and key of America, was
peonled by the Anglo-Saxon-Norman race—
that all-subduing, all-travslorming, all-as-
similating people, who spread from moun-
taim mnm to rim, ftrom sommer
Jands to frozen seas, drawing  her
gtores from Nature’s teeming breasts

Wealth In Waterwarys,

All natural ronds are now occupied by
railroads, which may multiply their eapac-
ity several times by laying more tracks and
and improved equipment and mansgement,
But berong these limits, now nearly reached,
are engineering difficulties which can be
overcome only by expenditures so great as
to raise the cost of truosportation so high as
to be an incubus on the energies of the peo-
ple and biader their adviccement. We
mnst, therefore, turn to our water routes,
which, when improved, will never be ont-
grown, even when our population becomes
as dense as that of Belgium. The cost may
now appear tremendous, but it is not beyond
our means. If it were §10,000,000,000 and 50
years were required it would only be $200,-
000,000 annnally—a less sum than we now
spend on railways. Nor 1 the sum vast rel-
ative to the bulk of commerce to be served.
Qur present (Mississippi Valler) annual
commerce now probabiy exceeds the total
cost. Ten years from now It will be treble
it. What it will be in 30 years mind cane
oot conceive.

When we consider the vast projects now
completed, under way and projected, sad
how small & volume of trade relalive to ours
can be served by them the things seem
cheap.

For instance: The cost of the Nicaragus
eanal, §150,000,000, Gevera! Grant figured to
be warranted by the export gramn trade of
our Pacifie slope,

The Suez canal, cost §100,000,000 pays
bandsomely out of a small part of the
foreign trade of England.

Maochester is spending half as much to
become a seaport in & small way.

And so we might enumerate—Pacams
Canal, Ead's Tehauuntepec Ship Railway
and that at Amherst, canals of Corinth,
Cape Cod, Chesapeake and Delaware, ete.
and soou reach a total ecost which woul
control and esvalize the Mississippi, Ohio
and Missoari, and which will not serve one-
tenth the volume of trade the rivers would
bear, for in the river system patare has
planned ber grestest work, and in this
valley man is at his best. Give him cheap
transportation and in aoother generation
the achievements of the past century, vast
as they are, will be relatively a trivial
thing.

All Roads Lead Here.

When the rivers are the roads, all roads
will lead to Pittsburg. They must have an
outlet, Our best water route to the At-
lantic mest be via the lskes and Hadson
aund Mohuwk Valleys. Henee the import-
ance to us of improving the Erie Canal
Hence the necessity of the ship canal to the
lakes. We must bave it or be dwarfed.

When we get our route to the lakes, the
Hennepin Canal will be our short-cut to
Lake Michignn; und the Michigan and
Mississippi eanal will be our roysl road to
the upper Mississipoi, Missouri and great
Northwestern region.

From the westward, every stream wounld
swell the trade upon the great Ohio road;
and its every tributary, from the Al
to the Tennessee and Cumberland, would
intercept the commeree of the Atlantie
slope, eonverzing these two great waves to
meet and break in golden soray in Pistse
burg harber.

The logie for the best road is unanswer
able. Pittsburg will have the commercial
primacy, as she now has the manuiactaring.
Our manufactured and raw products wonld
have a steady outflow, and we would Ia:
tribate on all the commeree of the East
West, exeept what slipped through the
Northern roud to Chicaga

Our induostries would take many forms
now nndreamed of. We would build stesl
ships for all this commerce, We would
build them, load them with ecal, or oil, or
steel, or manufactured goods, and sell ships
and in foreign porta. We would
build war pavies and peace navies for all
the nations. We would send out complete
bridges, tunnels, dams, houses, rolling stock,
mannfacturing plsuts, and every other thing
conceivable, There would be mo limit lo
our expansion. Already we feel the iron
bands of deficient and costly transportation.
We are “cabined, eribbed, confined; them
“the whole boundless continent is ours”—
aye, and the {urthest sea as well.
